a. 'Ihe airfield i3 evidently no longer* occupied by an air 
unit. According to a previous report, *£t is assumed that the 
last fighters left PKrtLEBKSG in late September 1949. Jh e 
FK-23 observed at the field between 10 and 20 September 1949 
apparently were stationed there only temporarily.
